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LOUISE KENNEDY KISER 


Louise Kennedy Kiser died in Princeton, New Jersey, on March 
31, 1954. This issue of the Index, the last to bear her name, is a testi- 
monial to those qualities of loyalty and responsibility that made her 
premature passing such a severe personal and professional loss. In 
July of 1951 Dr. Kiser underwent a major operation for the malignancy 
that caused her death. She returned to work on the Index in September 
of that year and continued to bear her full share of responsibility with 
verve and cheer, knowing though never mentioning the course of events 
to be expected. Finally early in February of this year she ceased her 
work, having carried the major burden of the preparation of the January 
Index and made all advance preparations possible for the April Index. 
Death itself came with merciful quickness. 





Louise Kennedy was born in Pepperell, Massachusetts. She took 
her undergraduate work at Reed College, then taught English and Latin 
in high school and became superintendent of schools in Nyssa, Oregon. 
Becoming interested in sociology, she entered the graduate school of 
Columbia University and secured both a master's and a doctor's degree, 
the latter in 1930. While a student at Columbia she taught statistics at 
Barnard College and participated in the study of Negro population move- 
ments being conducted under the joint auspices of the Social Science Re- 
search Council and the Columbia University Council for Research in the 
Social Sciences. 


As a graduate student and for some yearsafter her marriage to 
Clyde V. Kiser of the Milbank Memorial Fund, Louise Kiser's interests 
centered on race problems. Her doctoral thesis, The Negro Peasant 
Turns Cityward, was published in 1930 and she was co-author, with 
Frank A. Ross, of A Bibliography of Negro Migration, published by Co- 
lumbia University Pressin 1934. She directed a survey of the New York 
Urban League and conducted statistical and bibliographical researchon 
Negro crime for one of the studies that formed the basis of Gunnar 
Myrdal's An American Dilemma. She participated in a wide variety of 
other research projects, including a survey of home mission aid direc- 
ted by Luther Fry, a study of American foundations directed by Eduard 
C. Lindeman, and a study of population and health in the United States 
directed by Lawrence K. Frank. With Frank Lorimer and Ellen Winston 
she was an author of Foundations of American Population Policy. 

















In 1942 the Kisers moved to Princeton and Mrs. Kiser joined 
the staff of the Office of Population Research as a research associate 
to engage in the demographic studies being carried out for the League 
of Nations. She spent a productive three years in this work, character- 
istically in cooperation with others to further significant projects rather 
than in individual research. She was one of the authors of The Future 
Population of Europe and the Soviet Union. She also edited the manu- 
script of Frank Lorimer's The Population of the Soviet Union: History 
and Prospects and cooperated with Ernest Jurkat in studies of the popu- 
lation of the Middle East. 











In July 1945 Dr. Kiser became a co-editor of Population Index. 
Back of this step was a carefully weighed decision that her future work 
would be service for the research of others rather than research of her 








own. Over a periodof almost nine years she worked not only to develop 
Population Index as an analytical tool for demographers but to so organ- 
ize the bibliographical and editorial work that the interference with other 
activities of the Office of Population Research would be minimal. The 
work load that Dr. Kiser assumed for herself was very heavy. She did 
major coverage of materials for the bibliography, edited the contribu- 
tions of others, compiled the tables for the Statistics Section, and super- 
vised the process of preparation for photographic reproduction. Re- 
cently she had also completed much the best guide to demographic ma- 
terials now available by building a duplicate master file of the Index's 
bibliography which classifies the materials by country. 


Her background in languages and in social science, her broad 
experience in research and editorial work, and her diligent regard for 
detail were superb preparationfor these tasks whose magnitude we are 
only now beginning to appreciate. The work on the Index was always 
done, but it was always subordinate to any contributions that might be 
made to the research of her husband or her colleagues. This freeing of 
the time of others she regarded as her mostimportant function. Those 
of us who have benefited will remain ever in her debt. 


Demography has lost atrue scholar; we and a host of others have 
lost a generous and courageous friend.

CURRENT ITEMS 


Fifteen years ago the Canadian popu- 
COMPRISE TS OF" CANARSAN lation appeared to be moving toward 


POPULATION GROWTH the end of its period of growth. This 


is now a matter of some doubt. The postwar rate of growth has been 
wellinexcess oftwo per cent per annum. Although a small part of this 
development is attributable to net immigration, by far the major con- 
tribution has come from the birth rate, which is the highest presently 
recorded for a major industrial nation. This survey deals first with the 
gross movements, next with migration and finally with natural increase. 
Particular attention is paid to recent changes in fertility. 


Between 1921 and 1951 the Canadian population increased from 
less than 9 million to more than 14 million. It has been estimated that 
the population reached the 15 million mark some time during the latter 
part of last November. Although growth is now rapid, it appeared not 
long agoto be approaching zero. By 1941 there had been three succes- 
sive declines inthe intercensal rate of increase: from 34 per cent in the 
first ten years of the century down to 22 per cent, 18 per cent and 11 
per centin successive decades. It wastherefore with great satisfaction 
that the Bureau of Statistics was able to announce a 22 percent increase 
in population between 1941 and 1951. Of all countries Canada has the 
least to fear from rapid growth. 


Several elements combined to produce the noted acceleration. 
The first of these, non-repetitive in character, was the addition of New- 
foundland's 344 thousand inhabitants on April 1, 1949. The second con- 
tribution came from a reversal of the flow of net migration. A deficit 
of 200 thousand from this source in the previous decade was replaced 
by a surplus of well over 100 thousand. Byfar the most important factor, 
however, was a 50 per cent increase inthe excess of births over deaths, 
an experience similar to that of the rest of the Western world. In assess- 
ing the components of the balance sheet (see Table 1) one reservation 
deserves mention. Warisanotorious disturber of statistical proce- 
dures. Ifthe Canadian census of 1941 represented a less complete count 
than the enumerations which preceded and followed it, this would serve 
to exaggerate the increase of the growth rate between the thirties and 
the forties. The burden of the discrepancy would fall, as in the case 
ofevery inaccuracy ofthe given information, on the residual accounting 
item — emigration. In consequence the contribution of natural increase 
to acceleration would be even more substantial than that shown. 


Few doubts can be entertained concerning the character of post- 
war events. Since 1946 Canada's population has grown by nearly three 
million. The predominant share of this has been provided by nearly three 
million births, only one-third of which have been cancelled by mortality. 
The revival of childbearing has once again given the country the look 
ofa Malthusian model. The population has doubled withinthe past forty 
years, just as it did within the preceding forty years (and also within the 
thirty years before that). It is difficult — but not quite impossible — 
within sucha context to adhere to theories which project the growth rate 
to zero. The pattern of population change would, of course, be much less 
difficult to understand if the predominant feature of the historical account 
were immigration. Only in a special sense, however, has this been the 
case. The facts might also be interpreted in a manner consonant with 
the familiar propositions concerning the vital revolution if Canada could

be typed as apoor agricultural country inthe early phases of moderniza- 
tion. Onthe contrary, industrial activity is the outstanding feature of the 
contemporary scene, and real per capita income is probably exceeded 
only by that ofthe United States. The directions in which an explanation 
may lie are by no means completely shrouded in mystery, but adequate 
understanding and reasonably confident prognosis require more pene- 
trating analytical work than has thus far been undertaken. 


The conventional demographic model, in which the population is 
assumed to be closed, would be highly unsuitable for Canada. Keyfitz 
has established a balance sheet of Canadian population movements dur- 
ing the period 1851-1950 which suggests that, although 7.1 million mi- 
grants arrived in Canada during the century, 6.6 million left the country.* 
The primary source of migrants inthe nineteenth century was the British 
Isles but is now continental Europe; the primary destination has always 
been the United States. The summary of vital statistics for the same 
span of time shows 18.8 million births and only 8.3 million deaths. More 
than 95 per cent of the change in population size, at least in an arithmeti- 
cal sense, is attributable to natural increase. The historical develop- 
ment of the nation has followed a cyclical pattern. Except for the early 
days of the French régime, fluctuations in growth rates have not, as in 
other countries, been due to variations in the risk of death, but rather to 
waves of migration. Thefirst important phase of expansion followed the 
American Revolution, after which many Loyalists expressed concretely 
their preference for British North America. The second, during the

1830's and 1840's, was the consequence of severe economic hardship 
inthe British Isles, and particularly in Ireland and Scotland. The final 
great influx occurred betweenthe turn of the century and the first World 
War, and was stimulated by the opening of the West and the pursuance of 
avigorous immigration policy. Three millionnew residents were added 
to a people which numbered in all only twice that many. A future re- 
currence which would even begin to rival this in relative magnitude seems 
highly improbable. 


Throughout the entire hundred years, and especially during the 
phases of heaviest immigration, there has been a drain of population into 
the United States. In a real sense Canada has acted as a clearing house 
and distribution center for the European emigrant, although perhaps two- 
fifths of the volume of outflow has been Canadian-born. Depending on 
the viewpoint, the United States has represented either a magnet of eco- 
nomic opportunity or a safety valve for the Canadian surplus. The quota 
system of immigration regulations applied by the American government 
has limited the movement of others into the United States, but the Ca- 
nadian has been exempt from these restrictions. There are various 
sources from which to infer the contribution of the native-born to the 
continual exodus, including U.S. Census reports of Canadian-born resi- 
dents, and the numbers of Canadians counted returning home. This latter 
category of migrant is not included in regular immigration statistics. 
The numbers falling into this class are sufficient to make the estimate 
of movement across the Canadian-American border, large though it al- 
ready is, an understatement to the extent of approximately 25 per cent. 
If this adjustment were to be made to the immigration data, it would re- 
quire alike adjustment to the residual item of emigration rather than a 
change in the estimate of the net result of migration. 


Although the balance sheet of a century's growth reveals a net 
migration of negligible size relative to natural increase, the demographic 
contribution of the migrant cannot be assumed from this reckoning to 
be meagre. In the first place a complete assessment of the effects of 
migration would include measurement of the differences in fertility and 
mortality between those who came and those who left. On a deeper 
level of inquiry, the analysis should take into account the socio-eco- 
nomic consequences of the massive interchanges of people. Finally 
the simple addition and subtraction of cumulated events over a long span 
of years neglects a highly important factor. Although the numbers of 
immigrants and emigrants in a given era may be equal, the timing of 
their arrivals and departures has a critical effect on population size in 
the interim. For example, if 100 thousand migrants arrive at the be- 
ginning of a decade and depart at the rate of 10 thousand a year, then 
net migration at the end of the ten years is zero, but the population has 
meanwhile received a contribution of half a million person-years of life. 
A pattern roughly similar to this model is observable in Canadian his- 
tory. Short periods of heavy net immigration have been followed by longer 
periods of gradual dissipationofthe gains. It is estimated that through- 
out the period 1851-1951 the population has been, on the average, about 
ten per cent larger as a consequence of net migration considered in these 
terms. 


Because ofthe importance of migration, Canada's population has 
grown at a very uneven pace. It increased by 48 per cent per decade 
throughout the period 1801-1861, by 14 per cent per decade between 1861 
and 1901, and thereafter by 21 per cent. If a steady rate of growth is 
advantageous, and there are compelling arguments for this view, then 
the nation has suffered from the ebb and flow of migration which tends 
to reinforce the fluctuations of natural increase. [See chart on front 











cover.] On the other hand, it is to be noted that fluctuations of natural 
increase have their principal impact on the youngest ages, whereas those 
in migration affect mainly the working ages. Thus heavy immigration 
during a period of prosperity tends to check the increase in the ratio of 
dependents to workers that fluctuations in natural increase would pro- 
duce. 


The distribution bytime ofarrival of the two million immigrant 
members ofthe 1951 population reflects vividly the fluctuant character 
of the movement. Seventy-five per cent have been in Canada more than 
twenty years, yet nearly 20 per cent arrived within the last five years. 
The combination of variable entry time and a distinctive migrant age 
pattern causes the immigrant population to be distributed throughout the 
Canadian age structure ina fashion very different from the native-born. 
Immigrants represent only 2 per cent of the population under age twenty, 
13 per cent inthe ages 20-44, and nearly athird of those at higher ages. 
Thirty years ago the immigrants formed a third of the population aged 
15-44, but time has inexorably pushed them into the older ages without 
simultaneous replacement. Although the immigrant total has remained 
relatively fixed at two million since 1921, its present age distribution 
presages fairly marked absolute decline in the near future unless the 
migratory inflow remains at a high level. The hiatus in migration be- 
tween 1931 and 1945 has led to a corresponding indentation in the age 
distribution, centeredon35. The modal age of the immigrants now resi- 
dent in Canada is 45, and there are as many in the age group 70-74 as 
there are in the age group 30-34. It may be observed, parenthetically, 
that, although the term immigrant" generally denotes a person with 
differing language, customs and habits from the receiving population, 
this is not the case for most immigrants in Canada. Almost half of these 
have come from the British Isles, and a quarter of the remainder were 
born in the United States. 


Migration always poses difficult problems for the forecaster be- 
cause of its notorious instability in response to industrial fluctuations 
and because of its dependence on governmental policy. Its magnitude 
has been so important for Canada that it cannot be treated lightly in state- 
ments about the prospects of population growth. In the past this has been 
much more true of short-run than of long-run estimates, because of the 
counterbalancing effects of movements from Europe and movements to 
the United States. Since the war, however, the ratio of emigrants to immi- 
grants has been lower than at any time since Confederation. Perhaps 
the direction of movement between Canada andthe United States may re- 
verse itself as comparative differences in available resources become 
smaller. In any event the sources of migrants are likely to dry up long 
before Canadian policy makers feel that their nation is overpopulated. 


The major reason for Canadian growth throughout the past hun- 
dred years has beenthe high rate ofnaturalincrease. During the whole 
period it has tended to remain in the neighborhood of 15 per thousand. 
At least in recent times its dynamic element has been the crude birth 
rate. (See Table 2.) From 32 per thousand in 1921, the birthrate declined 
steadily until it was below 21 in 1937. It rose to a plateau of 24 during 
the war years and then to a new higher plateau of 27 in the postwar pe- 
riod, excepting only the individual peak year of 1947, when a rate of 28.6 
per thousand was recorded. In the last several years it has shown signs 
of rising rather than falling, and is estimated to have been over 28 in 
1953. During the whole period the crude death rate declined gradually 
from a little over 11 to a little under 9 per thousand. According to the 
most recent life table (for 1947), the expectation of life at birth is 65 for 
males and 69 for females. The infant mortality rate is now below 40 per 


























thousand, and fewer than one mother dies per thousand live births. In 
short, Canada is a healthy country, althoughit is by no means outstand- 
ing in this respect among Western nations.

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Although the levels of the vital rates |: e differed appreciably 
between Canada and the United States, the directions of development have 
been inclose correspondence. During the 1930's the Canadian birth rate 
was 9 per cent higher and its death rate 9 per cent lower than those of 
the United States; during the 1940's the Canadian birth rate was 7 per 
cent higher and its death rate 7 per cent lower than the comparable A- 
merican figures. The simplest characterization of the Canadian position 
as a whole is that it is at a less advanced stage of the vital revolution 
than the United States. This is shown as clearly in comparative age 
distributions as in the movements of the vital rates, provided adequate 
recognition be given tothe greater relative importance to Canada of im- 
migrants. Canada has 10 per cent more children and 5 per cent fewer 
old people than its neighbor. Although its population is 1/11 that of the 
United States, the ratio of their labor forces is only 1/12. In both coun- 
tries the age structures have shifted from a beehive shape with an at- 
tenuating base to that of a dressmaker's dummy with a distinct waist- 
line in the adolescent ages, i.e. among the descendants of depression 
cohorts. Despite the influence of the recent birth fluctuation, the Ca- 
nadian age distribution is steadily approaching maturity. During a pe- 
riod in which the population as a whole was increasing by 59 per cent, 
the children increased by only 41 per cent but the old people by 157 per 
cent. Unlike most industrial nations, however, Canada still has a sur- 
plus of males at almost all ages, including the age group 65 and over. 
The only ages with an excess of females over males are those between 
20 and 34, which are relatively remote from the influence of the male 
surplus at birthandare at the same time least affected by the early pe- 
riods of male-dominated immigration. 


The most significant and surprising feature of the current de- 
mographic situation has been the maintenance of ahighbirthrate. Enough 
is now known about the tenuousness of the connection between the level 
and change of level of the crude birth rate on the one hand and the level 
and change of level of average family size on the other to avoid indis- 
criminate inferences from the former to the latter. Nevertheless the 
battery of new measurement devices and approaches still seems in- 
sufficient to yield an unambiguous description of the most recent be- 
havior. On the basis of as yet unpublished inquiries into Canadian fer- 
tility, the writer has been able to identify tentatively the following com- 
ponents of explanation. In the first place it is clear that a major part of 
the increase in births may be attributed to an increase in the number of 
married couples. Between 1941 and 1951 the proportion of women who 
were married rose from 38 per cent to 51 per cent in the age group 20- 
24,from 66 per cent to 79 per cent in the age group 25-29, and from 76 
per cent to 84 per cent in the age group 30-34. Most of the observed 
differences are attributable to a displacement of the timing of marriages, 
primarily because of the depression. There does seem to be evidence, 
however, that ina long-run sense a higher proportion of women are mar- 
rying and ata somewhat earlier age than formerly. The marriage rate 
has now been very high for a long time. At no time during the past fif- 
teen years has it been nearly as low as the highest of the rates of the 
preceding fifteen years. It may be asserted with considerable confi- 
dence that the marriage rate will decline markedly during the next ten 
years because the number of unmarried females in the nubile ages is 
very small. The ratio of unmarried females aged 15-29 to the total 
population was 87 per thousand in 1941. It is now down to 63 per thou- 
sand. The cohorts who will be entering this age group before 1960 are 
also small. The anticipated recession in the formation of new mar- 
riages will have obvious implications for the birth rate in immediately 
subsequent years. As for the possible trend toward more and earlier 
marriage, only unfounded guesses could be made concerning its future 
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because we know so little about the socio-economic determinants of nup- 
tiality. 


Although the marriage fluctuation has been the outstanding agent 
determining the course of the birth rate, an important part has been 
played by the changing reproductive behavior of married couples. Post- 
ponement of childbearing on the part of these couples, particularly be- 
cause of the war, has had an appreciable effect on successive levels of 
marital fertility. The writer has examined the reproductive histories 
of the female cohorts now inthe childbearing span in terms of their per- 
formance from age to age and from birth to birth by order. The most 
important comment to make aboutthis sort of study is that it is exceed- 
ingly difficult to assert any proposition firmly, because of the problems 
of comparison raised when the histories are incomplete and the age pat- 
terns of childbearing are highly variable. The proportion of couples who 
remain childless seems to be onthe decline. Except for this positive in- 
fluence on average family size, the general tendency, despite the post- 
war baby boom, still seems to be toward smaller families with two chil- 
dren as the modal size. While most women of second parity are still 
continuing to bear children, their relative numbers are shrinking steadi- 
ly from cohort to cohort. The same sort of statement may be made for 
the women of higher parities. 


Of the above factors, the ones which contribute most to the ex- 
planation of the high postwar level of fertility are short-run in character, 
i.e., they are related to temporary adjustments of the timing of mar- 
riages and of births within marriage. The long-run influences which 
seem to have been operating have exerted both upward and downward 
pressures on the birth rate. The tendencies for higher proportions of 
women to marry, and for higher proportions of those who do marry to 
have at least one child have been offset by the tendency for couples to 
cease childbearing at lower andlower parities. Of these developments, 
the latter seems the most likely to continue, particularly in view of the 
socio-economic context. Canada is now for the most part an urban in- 
dustrial society and bears all the characteristic marks of such a society 
with the exception of low fertility. Within the last ten years there have 
been mass movements of the population from agriculture into industry 
and from the country into the city. Manufacturing areas have gained 
rapidly in population at the expense ofthe undernourished Maritimes and 
the prairie farmlands. Urban areas have grown by 30 per cent (partly 
because they received almost three-quarters of the immigrants) while 
the rural farm population has declined by 10 percent. Agricultural work- 
ers now make up less than one-sixth of the total labor force. Meanwhile 
women constitute an ever larger component of the working population. 
The number of married women in the labor force has increased four- 
fold during the decade. The traditional Canadian occupations of trapping, 
hunting, fishing and mining all registered absolute decreases between 
1941 and 1951. Changes like these have in the past and in other nations 
been accompanied by a widespread dissemination ofthe practice of birth 
control and a consequent decline in family size. Before characterizing 
Canada as a deviant case, however, consideration must be given to the 
fundamental ethnic dichotomy within its population. 


The Canadian nation is socially variegated not only because of 
its immigrant members, but also because of its bicultural base. More 
than a third of the native-born are French by origin. They form a dis- 
tinctive and homogeneous groupin severalimportant respects. Most of 
them live in or near the province of Quebec, as did their ancestors ten 
generations ago. Ninety-three per cent speak French, although a third 
of these also speak English. Highly relevant in terms of demographic 
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characteristics isthe fact that 97 per cent of them are Roman Catholic. 
The traditional orientation of this self-conscious minority has been to- 
ward the family, the farm and the church, an institutional conjuncture 
which has almost universally promoted prolific childbearing. Control 
of fertility has in the past been mostly a matter of what Malthus called 
"moral restraint," i.e., late or no marriage. As a consequence the 
French Canadian birth rate was as high as 32in1950,ascompared with 
a rate of 24 1/2 forthe rest ofthe population. French Canadian natural 
increase has exceeded that of the Britishethnic group by such a margin 
that the British-French ratio declined from 2 in 1921 to 1 1/2 only thirty 
years later. Comparison of the age distributions tells the same story. 
There are 30 per cent more French than British among the children of 
Canada but twice as many British as French among the old people. 


High though the fertility of the French Canadian may now appear — 
and its interpretation in terms of family size faces no less formidable 
difficulties than that for the total population during the last turbulent 
twenty years — it has undoubtedly been much higher in the past. The 
industrial revolution has come late to Quebec, but it is now in full swing. 
Allthe characteristic features of concomitant social change are appear- 
ing, including the transition from agricultural to industrial pursuits, 
from rural to urban residence and from low to high levels of material 
welfare. Elsewhere this process hascarried withit the control of child- 
bearing within marriage. There seems to be no overriding reason why 
this will not be the case in French Canada as well. 


Canada's demographic position is thus most readily intelligible 
if the nation is conceived as being divided into two parts. The French 
Canadian component still has considerable growth prospects: its birth 
rate is relatively high and its death rate low. Its age distribution has a 
characteristically broad base with rapidly decreasing representation in 
the upper ages. This is the part of the population to which we may ap- 
ply with confidence the propositions concerning fertility decline as an 
accompaniment of socio-economic progress.The non-French component, 
onthe contrary, is atthe same stage of the vital revolution as the people 
of the United States, with comparable vital rates and age structure. Child- 
bearing is now largely a matter of decision on the part of married cou- 
ples who are both willing and able to limit their reproduction by con- 
traception. For this type of population the crucial questions concern- 
ing future growth are ones for which we have almost no guidance from 
research. We know very little about the determinants of planned family 
size. There are rather convincing descriptions of the sorts of situa- 
tions in whichfamily size may be expected to be smaller or larger, but 
the observed differences are generally attributable to the degree and 
efficiency of execution of procedures for family limitation. This sort 
of information is clearly insufficient as a basis for making sensible state- 
ments about the direction and extent of change of family size for a popu- 
lationin which family planning becomesthe general rule. The hypothe- 
sis seems tenable, yet is virtually untested, that the current context is 
favorable to planned families of a somewhat larger size than in the re- 
cent past, partly because of the high levels of employment and of real 
income per capita, and partly because of the extensive array of public 
welfare measures. 


Among the various plans for improving the general level of so- 
cial security, one seems to bear aclose relationto demographic matters, 
viz. the family allowances program. A system of family allowances was 
introduced in Canada in 1944 and shortly afterward the birth rate started 
to rise. The general impression is that this sequence of events rep- 
resents very little morethan mere coincidence. Probablythe most sig- 








nificant immediate consequence of family allowances for the birth rate 
was to raise it by improving the completeness of registration. The 
monthly payments for children have been counterbalanced by reductions 
in the exemptions for dependents in income tax provisions. Accordingly 
their impact has been concentrated on families in the lowest income 
categories and with the largest numbers of children. It seems more 
likely that the improvement in the material welfare of these people will 
provide a congenial background for the adoption of attitudes favoring 
birth control than that the payments for children will stimulate additional 
childbearing. 


In summary, the future growth of the Canadian people depends on 
three elements: net migration, natural increase of the French Canadian 
and natural increase of the non-French. The past contribution of mi- 
gration has been highly ambiguous, but it is likely to represent a modest 
addition to growth in the years immediately ahead. Although French 
Canadian fertility is a somewhat more problematic component of in- 
crease, the portents of decline seem unmistakable unless we are pre- 
pared to fly in the face of a number of well-supported propositions of 
population analysis. The major area of doubt is the prospective repro- 
ductivity of the non-French. It has been suggested frequently of late, and 
sometimes by demographers, that we are now seeing a retreat from the 
smallfamily pattern. This may be a valid proposition. Perhaps demo- 
graphic analysis has reflected too directly the depression context with- 
in which much of it was formulated. But if so, then the important lesson 
of this experience would seem to be that we should now beware of over- 
compensation in the form of a set of prosperity theories about the evo- 
lution of fertility. We are still too insecure in our knowledge both on the 
levelof measurement and on the level of analysis to attain more than a 
very modest degree of precision even within a protective framework of 
assumptions. This present indecision probably makes less difference 
for Canada than for any other nation. Fears of overpopulation and un- 
derpopulation alike seem unreasonable inthe next several generations. 
Here then is a rare spectacle in the modern world: a country without a 
population problem.

APPENDIX 


Virtually allofthe basic data used in the preparation of this re- 
port have been derived from official sources. Chief among these have 
been the Annual Reports of Vital Statistics for the years 1921-1950 in- 
clusive, andthe volumes containing the results of the censuses of 1921, 
1931, 1941 and 1951. Through the cooperation of the Health and Welfare 
Division, Dominion Bureau of Statistics, the information contained in the 
Vital Statistics report for 1951, as yet unpublished, has been made availa- 
ble. The vital rates given for 1952 represent preliminary figures, and 
those for 1953 are estimates based on the numbers of registrations of 
births, marriages and deaths received to date. Estimates of annual 
growth have been derived from D.B.S. Reference Paper No. 40, 'Popu- 
lation Estimates (Age and Sex) 1921-1952.'"' Immigration data may be 
found in successive issues of the Canada Year Book. All the above 
sources may be obtained from Edmond Cloutier, Queen's Printer, Ottawa, 
Canada. 
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The vital statistics rates used in the text have been calculated 
by the writer, using a midyear population base for Canada exclusive of 
Yukon and Northwest Territories. The present vital statistics system 
has covered all provinces of Canada since 1921 with the exception of 
Quebec,1921-25, data for which have been taken from the Annual Re- 
ports of the Provincial Bureau of Health for the indicated years, and New- 
foundland, 1949-53, data for which are published in the Annual Reports 
of Vital Statistics for Canada. The total numbers of births, 1921-1945, 
have been regarded as sufficiently deficient to merit a correction for 
underregistration. Government estimates of completeness of registra- 
tion were 94 per cent for 1931 and 97 per cent for 1941. It seems un- 
likely that registration was much more than 90 per cent complete at the 
beginning of the vital statistics system. In consideration of this evidence 
the correction for underregistration has been based on a linear increase 
of 0.3 per cent per annum between 1921 and 1945, with 1921 set at 91 per 
cent. Birth registration since 1946 is assumed to have been complete 
enough to warrant no correction for underregistration, principally be- 
cause of the inception of the family allowance program.

cerning the relationships between the population trends and economic 
and social factors and prepare asummary of the findings of such studies 
with special reference to problems of economic development."

THE DETERMINANTS AND 





The task of literature survey, evaluation, and synthesis under- 
taken by the Population Division and its collaborators was a gigantic one. 
The types of literature to be covered were limited to scientific studies; 
the areas for coverage included all countries of the world; the subjects 
were neither demography nor the social and other sciences per se but 
the interrelations of demographic, social, and economic factors within 
a context of economic development processes and plans. The early pe- 
rusal of the world literature indicated that studies which met the criteria 
of the project in method and content were few indeed for those regions 
of the world where economic development constitutes a major goal of 
national and international policy. As stated in the introduction, 'Wher- 
ever possible emphasis has been given to the findings of factual re- 
search..., but since suchfindings are limited both in quantity and scope, 
other writings, both inferential and hypothetical, have also been in- 
cluded. 


Part One, "Introduction and historical background," traces the 
facts of population growth and the causes and consequences attributed to 
this growth. Part Two, ''Factors affecting populationtrends,"' considers 








social and economic factors as determinants of mortality, fertility, mi- 
gration, the dynamics of growth and age structures, future population 
trends, and population distribution. Part Three, ''Economic and social 
effects of population changes," considers population trends as inde- 
pendent variables. The content organization is indicated by the titles 
of Chapters X - XVI: World population and resources; Population and 
labour supply; Population and consumption; Effects of population growth 
on per capita output; Implications of populationtrendsin highly developed 
countries; Implications of population trends in under-developed coun- 
tries; Effects of major migratory movements in modern times. 


Since thisis a survey of literature rather than a comprehensive 
study of the topic, there is no general summary or concluding chapter 
in which the treatments of the various substantive factors are integrated 
into an evaluative summary of the social and economic factors most 
significant inexplaining the interrelations of population trends and eco- 
nomic development as they have existed in the past or may evolve in the 
future. A more mature demographic research might have yielded the 
literature that would have permitted suchachapter. Here, as in so many 
sections of the report, the deficiencies inhere in the research literature 
rather than in the United Nations' summary. 


The documentationis abundant throughout, and there is an alpha- 
betical list of works utilized that extends over fifty pages.
